“DEATH TRAIN” IS
STEADILY MOVING

DRSS

Shunted On From Station to Sta-
tion, Covering 4,000 Miles
in Russia.

RESCUED BY U, S. RED CROSS

Scatters Victims of Disease Along
Rallroad Line in Siberla—Amer.
lecans Save the Survivers
at Razdoine,

Toklo.—For the second time word
comes out of Siberla of a “death trnin™
traversing the 4,000 miles of railrond
Ural front and the Pa-
¢lfie, shunted on from station to sta-
tlon, with help dented until word of
it reached the American Red Cross,
In the spring a traln loaded with ty-
phus vietims distriboted s dead
ueross the land., The Intest death traln
enrrled In addition to the typhus the

dreaded spotted fever and cholera,

Word of the presence of this traln
on the maln line between Irkutsk and
Vindivostok renched Amerlenn  Red
Cross headquarters In the Iatter elty
a few weeks ago, sand preparations
were sturted lmmedintely to  succor
whnt survivors thera might be of the
callous croclty these stricken soldiers
of the Kolehak army hnd been sul-
Jected to. Major Riley Allen, execu-
tive secretury of the American Red
Cross in Siberin, who I8 only just re-
covered fromw an attnck of typhus him-
self, orgnnlzed a hospital train to meet
the death tealn, going out with it. Dr.
Rakitin, of the =staft of the Amériean
Red Cross hosplinl at Russian Island,
who has also been lald low with ty-
phus, nccompanled Major Allen, with
nurses and alds, ¢

Doctor Dies on Train,

The deuth teain, they had lnst heard,
wiis it Nikolsk on Angust 27, where
the Russlan authorities had  slmply
pagsed It on, ns all other Russian of-
ficials hnd done at every station for
weeks,  Just hefore the traln renched
Nikolsk the doctor aboard It had died
of chiolern, Seven of the 150 slek who
had survived to reach Nikolsk died
the next day.

The Red Cross train eaught up to
the denth traln at Razdolne, where it
lay on a slding unear a barracks in
which Amerlean troops were quar-
terad. These soldiors were dolng what
lHtte they dared for the pest-ridden
sufferers, having run so many risks, in

discovered the facts, Until these
Amerlean soldlers, In a1 more or less
rough and Ignorant way, offered some
help, the patlents in the death train
had recelved nothing from the troops
they had met except ularmed orders
from commanders to be on thelr way.

Before reaching the death train the
Red Cross officlals had made Arrnnge-
ments fo bring the typhus and cholera
patients to the Russian hospital at
Nikolsk, which had been fitted up by
the Inter-Allled sanitary cominlttee,
and  permission had been obtalned
from Colonel Lewls, of the American
army, to use the Interallied wards of
this Institution. But the Russian rall-
rond authorities at Nlkolsk proved to
be like the hundreds of others along
the llne and refused to permit the
death train to be bhrought there, and
the Ruselan milltary command refused
to permit the patlents to be brought
into  the town under any elrcum-
stances.  Nelther would the Russlan
milltary authorities at Razdolne per-
mit the sick to be removed from thelr
flithy box cars to any bullding In the
town. Finally, after long parleying
